DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1,2,4-6,12,13,15-18,21-24,28-30,32,34-40,42-49,51-58 and 60-78 have been presented for 
examination. 

Claims 3, 7-11, 14, 19-20, 25-27, 31, 33, 41, 50, and 59 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 ,2,4-6, 12,13,15-1 8,2 1 -24,28- 
30,32,34-40,42-49,51-58 and 60-78 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the 
specification, none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of 
limitations specified in the independent claims, specifically: 

The recitation in claims 1, 5, 12, 17, 24, 32, 34, 43, 52, 61, 66, 70, and 74 of representing the function 
graphically such that the function is graphically represented separately from the at least one state and at least one 
transition as well as calling the function that is represented graphically by the function name . . . specified by the 
function prototype from within the graphical representation of the finite state machine. 

The claims are rendered statutory since they require hardware to implement the graphical programming 
environment, see State flow on page 3 of the specification of the instant application.
